1. I Chen- Yen Cheng is the inventor of U.S. Patent 5,526.653 directed to 
"Immediate Heat Upgrading Air Conditioning System and Associated Cool Thcimal 
Storage". 

2. I have also read and understand U.S. patent application Serial Number 
09/373,605 of Sing-Weng Cheng et al. which is presently pending in the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office. I further understand that the patent Examiner states in an official 
action that the claims in Serial Number 09/373,605 which are directed to methods for 
transferring heat from a heat source to a heat sink where the temperature of the heat sink 
is higher than the temperature of the heat source, are obvious in view of my earlier U.S. 
Patent 5.523,653. 
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3. I understand that the method described in the claims in Serial Number 
09/373,605 involve use of a change in pressure to transfer heat by latent heat diffusion 
from a heat temperature raising medium to a second heat carrying medium and that the 
Examiner aUeges that it would have been obvious to use these two different pressures in 
view of the teachings of my earlier patent. 

It is my opinion that Aerc is no suggestion in my earlier patent number 5,526.653 
which would lead one of skill in the ait to use two different pressures to achieve the result 
of the claims of serial number 09/373.605. As one of skill in the art. it is my opinion that 
this invention in the claims of this pending application is unobvious in view of my earlier 
patent 5,526,653.
